Capt. ‘Clark’ s statement follows: 

“The credit for the blockade which 
led up to the fight is, of course, Ad- 
miral Sampson's.

Then, said the wit- 
ness, Patrick showed him a form of 
will and told him he would help him 
if he read law, and make a smart 
man of him. The witness said he 
did not believe this.

“I asked Patrick what he was going 
to do with it,” Jones said. “He told me 
if I would typewrite it, he would see 
about the signing of the witnesses. I 
said I would help him. I wrote it for 
him. The defendant took it away. He 
said it would not do, and he would 
have it rewritten at his office. Patrick 
asked if Mr. Rice had ‘made any other 
will, and I told him yes. I said I had 
seen it, and knew where it was kept. 
I’ got it for him: the will of 1896. He 
said he did not think it right for Mr. 
Rice to leave so little of his property 
to his relatives and so much for char- 
ity. I agreed with him.” 

Replying to questions by Osborne, 
the witness said the will of 1900 was 
submitted to him in a dozen different 
forms before it finally took its pres- 
ent proportions. He and Patrick talked 
over different items in it, and some- 
times they would change them. 

“Patrick said he would give me 
anyhting I wanted,” the witness said.

AY SENDS A PROTEST 
TO CHINA AND RUSSIA. 


MONOPOLY IN MANCHURIA WOULD 
VIOLATE TREATY TERMS. 


| —— 

Concessions by the Flowery Kingdom 
to the Czar’s Government Would Be 
Followed by Demands from Other 
Powers Which Would Wreck the 
Policy of Equal Treatment to All.

PEKING, Feb. 19.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} John Hay, the American Sec- 
retary of State, has sent the following 
note to the Russian and Chiriese gov- 
ernments: 
. “WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—An agree- 
ment whereby China gives any corpo- 
ration or company exclusive right or 
privileges of opening mines, establish- 
ing railroads, or in any other way in- 
dustrially developing Manchuria can 
but be viewed with the gravest concern 
by the government of the United 
States. it constitutes a y 
which is a distinct breach of the stipu- 
lations of the treaties concluded be- 
tween China and the foreign powers, 
and thereby seriously affects the rights 
of American citizens. It restricts their 
rightful trade, exposing it to being 
diecriminated against. interfered with 
or otherwise jeopardized, and strongly 
tends to the permanentiy impairing of 
China's sovereign rights in this part of 
the empire, while it seriously inter- 
feres with her ability to meet her in- 
ternational obligations. 

“Furthermore, such concession on 
China’s part would undoubtedly be fol- 
lowed by demands from other powers 
for similar equal extensive advantages 
elsewhere in the Chinese empire, and 


ine inevitable result must be the com-. 


plete wreck of the policy of absolute 
equality of treatment te al! nations 
respecting trade, navigation and com- 
merce within the empire's confines. 

“On the other hand, the attainment 
by one power of such exclusive privi- 
elges for commercial organizations of 
its nationality conflicts with the assur- 
ances repeatedly conveyed to this gov- 
ernment by the imperial Russian Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs of the impe- 
rial government's intention to follow 
the policy of the ‘open dodr,” as advo- 
cated by the government of the United 
States and accepted by aii treaty pow- 
ers having commercial interests in the 
empire. 


“Jt is for these reasons that the gov- 
ernment of the United States, now as 
formerly enimated by the sincerest de-

AKE ANOTHER THINK 
ON THE FRANCHISES. 


COUNCIL POSTPONES ALL ACTION 
UNTIL TOMORROW. 


Caucuses Fail to Bring About an 
Agreement—Charter Mandatory Re- 
garding Immediate Reconsideration of 
the Ordinances—Steam Roads Inter- 
ested—More Legal Quibbies. 


With worriment stamped on every 
face the nine members of the City 
Council met in open session yesterday 
morning at 10:25, o'clock, and immedi- 
ately adjourned ‘until tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. Before that time it 
is stated that some determination re- 
garding the franchise question will be 
reached. The absence of City Attor- 
ney Mathews and the liness of Deputy 
City Attorney Goudge afforded the 
City Fathers a ready excuse for post- 
poning the day of judgment. 

Haif an hour before the Council met 
the lobby was crowded. Hundreds of 
people, including eeveral ladies, filled 
the gallery. There was a steady hum 
of conversation and a quiver of excite- 
ment in the air. 

“What will the Council do?” was 
asked on every side. 

In the committee-room across the 
corridor eight Councilmen.were asking 
each other a similar question in a dif- 
ferent person: 

“What will we do?” 

Various plans were suggested and 
immediately rejected. Some thought it 
best to reject all bids and begin anew. 
Other Councilmen, under the Hunting- 
ton whip, opposed such action. Even 
a reconsideration of the vote by which 
tne franchise was awarded was fought 
tooth and nail because none of the City 
Fathers could tell what would be the 
effect of a reconsideration should the 
franchise not be passed over the veto. 

No attempt was made in caucus to 
secure the votes necessary (o pass the 
franchise over the Mayor's veto. All the 
Councilmen unite in saying that such 
action is impossible, owing to the attie 
tude of the three members who voted 
against the award in the first instance, 
and the disposition of Allen to forsake 
the five puppets 

Even the best trained legislators of 
che railroad sometimes trim their sails 
to meet the breeze when in caucus, and 
out from under the eye of their politi- 
cal mentor. None know this better 
than Attorney ‘“Billy’ Dunn, expert 
lobbyist. He was fearful of the secret 
session yesterday, end before it was 
half over had administered a stimu- 
lant to brace the posterior cartilages 
of his subservient henchmen. The tip 
zee around that the Southern 


buried the hatchet, and made common 


cause with Huntington against Clark. 


and the Salt Lake road. The Council- 
men were further advised that the 
lobby was “packed” ‘with Southern Pa- 
cific heelers, who would cheer wildly 
should they do the Huntington bid- 


ang. 

Whatever truth there may be in the 
rumor it is certain that the lobby was 
partially filled with ward workers of 
none too enviable reputation who have 
for ‘years been associated with Muir 
and Dunn in ilocal political fights. 
They were disposed about the lobby 
and gallery in smal] groups with in- 
structions to yell when the subservi- 
ent Councilmen followed the Dunn pro- 
gramme. Whether they represented 


the Southern Pacific or the new affilla-. 


tions of John A. Muir is a conjecture. 

On the floor of the Council chamber 
was a pretentious array of legal tal- 
ent. Had the Council majority melted

N OPENING FOR INVESTMENT. 
The big sanatorium at Battle 
Creek, Mich., was entirely destroyed 
by fire «@ few days ago. This was the 
largest, one of the oldest, and the best- 
known hygienic resort in the United 
States. It has a number of branches, 
not only in this country, but through- 
cut the world, including such widely 
scattered points as “Mexico, Samoa, 
Switzerland and Denmark. Recently 
representatives of the institution have 
been in Southern California for the 
purpose of selecting a site for a branch 
im this section, the nearest branch at 
present being in Napa county. Among 
other pieces, Long Beach, Mozrovia 
and Anaheim were inspected. We #are 
not aware whether any definite conclu- 
sion has been arrived at. The chief idea 
seems to have been to find the place 
which would offer the biggest subsidy. 
This is a rather poor way to select a 
site for a sanatorium. 
There is certainly room in Southetn 
California for a thoroughly first-class 
up-to-date hygienic resort of this 
kind, and it sould prove to be a pay- 
ing proposition from the start. We 
have nothing in the United States to 
compare with the beautiful health re- 


sorts that have made many unimpor- 


tant places in Europe famous through- 
out the civilized world; for instance, 
Carisbad, with its magnificent build- 
ings and beautiful drives. Certainly 
no more favorable climate than Cali- 
fornia could be found for such an in- 
stitution. It would cost a large amount 
of money to start it properly, but there 
is plenty of money nowadays seeking 
investmené. There should be capa- 
cious, artis#ie and luxurious buildings, 
with all the most approved appliances 
for hygienic treatment, large and well- 
cultivated gtounds, with shady drives 
and resting places, opportunities for 
all sorts of recreation, such as golf, 
tennis, bicycle paths, bowling alleys, 
billiard halls and so forth, and a good 
orchestra should be proviged. It would 
be advantageous to have tHe location 
at some spot where there are mineral 
springs of medicinal value, not so 
much because of the curative effects of 
the mineral in the water as on account 
of the influence which such springs 
exercise on the minds of patients. 
There is no doubt that the chief bene- 
fits of a visit to these various mineral 
springs do not lie so muth in the 
medicinal properties of the water, as 
ir. the plain diet, regular hours, exer- 
cise, breathing and the drinking of 
w There are some people who 
cannot be induced to astonish their 
stomachs with nature's fluid unless it 
is administered to them in the shape 
of medicine. |

not only be a great attraction to South- 
ern California, but would undoubtedly 
prove highly profitable to the owners.

AR REVENUE REDUCTION. 

The action of the Republican 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, in proposing and carrying 
through without unnecessary delay a 
bill for the entire repeal of the war 
revenue taxes, was a gdod bit of 
political strategy, regarding the ques- 
tion purely from the standpoint of 
political policy. This, of course, is 
not the sole point of view from 
which such questions should be _re- 
garded. But in the present | in- 
stance, the repeal of these taxes is 
good public policy as well as good 
political policy. The regular income 
of the government is now sufficient, 
in all probability, for the necessary 
expenses of government, including 
those still-continuing expenses in- 
cidental to the Spanish War, to meet 
the requirements of which the war- 
revenue taxes were imposed. 


The Republican party was in honor 
bound to repeal imese taxes when 
the necessity for continuing {hem no 
longer existed. In taking the action 
above noted, the Republicans of the 
house have simply redeemed their_ 
pledges. They have also effectively 
blanketed the sails of tueir esteemed 
opponents on the other side of the 
House, who were evidently preparing 
to make an ostentatious campaign, 
with brass band accompaniments, on 
this question. The querulous, but 
half-hearted, opposition to the Repub- 


lican programme indicated anything 


but willing acquiescence in it; but 
the celerfty with which the Demo- 
cratic statesmen got in out of the 
wet when they saw that factious op- 
position was entirely futile, added 
materially to the gayety of nations. 
That the Senate will pass the war- 
revenue repeal bill without material 
alteration may be set down almost 
as a foregone conclusion. No reason- 
able or valid objections can be raised, 
so far as at present appears, to the 
repeal of these taxes. The govern- 
ment no longer needs the income 
which they furnish. It is against 
sound public policy to accumulate a 
large surplus in the treasury, taking 
from the people moneys which are 
needed in the channels of trade, ane 
affording a conétant temptation to 
extravagant public expenditures. 
The Senate, while it may quibble 
somewhat over the sweeping charac- 
ter of the repeaf bill which has just 
passed the House by unanimous vote, 
will hardly oppose any very serious 
objections to the passage of the bill. 
Nor its action by the Senate [likely to 
be very long delayed, since there is, 
seemingly, very little ground for de- 
bate. It eaeppears to be a safe con- 
“lusion, therefore, that the war rev- 
enues must go. This verdict © will 
meet the approval of the people gen- 
erally; and it must needs meet the 
approval of our esteemed friends of 
the Democratic faith, since it is a 
subject upon which they have harped 


more or less strenuously and continu- 


ously for lo! these many days.

SOURCE OF DANGER. 
A local physician suggests, as one 
means of ameliorating some of the 


Los Angeles are exposed by reason 
of the presence in our midst of so 
many ‘“tuberculotics,” that the 
streets should be swept only between 
the hours of 2 to 6 am. “This dis- 
ease” (tuberculosis,) he says, “is ac- 
quired almost by one means alone— 
the inhalation of the dust of streets 
and buildings upon which, at some 
time, the tuberculotic germ has been 
spat. The trouble is that much of the 
street sweeping in the populous por- 
tions of the city, instead of being per- 


| formed after midnight, preferably be- 


tween the hours 2 to 5 a.m., as in 
most Bastern ci (where the need 
is not so great as here,) is done during 
business hours.” This statement is 
not quite correct. The principal street 
sweeping is done between 11 p.m. 
and 1 a.m., when the streets are com- 
paratively free from traffic, and most 
of the business houses are closed. 
During business hours the hand- 
sweepers clear the principal streets of 
accumulated rubbish. To the manner 
in which this work is done the physi- 
clan objects, declaring that he has 
very frequently, at the hour of 10 or 
liam. “seen the street cleaners 
with ‘their broad brooms, sending 
great clouds of dust, much of it, no 
doubt, disease germs, high in the air 
to be inhaled by the passer.” He 
further declares that recently, in front 
cf a much-frequented restaurant, at 
the after-theater hour, he “saw one 
of the large horse-sweepers throwing 
vast masses of this street filth into 
j the alr. The same danger,” he adds, 
| “lies in the use, by iadies, of the long 
dress trains which also throw dust 
from the street into the air, and 
carry it into the houses.” 

It would be better, without doubt, 

and more in accordance with correct 
| Sanitation, if the street sweeping—or 
that part of it which is done by ma- 
chines—were performed, as above sug- 
gested, between the hours of 2 and 5 
a.m., for at that time the streets are 
freest from traffic, and the dust which 
is necessarily stirred up would be the 
least troublesome and of the least 
menace to health. The idea is worth 
considering, at all events. 
/AS regards the hand sweeping, of 
Course the only time to do it ts in 
the daytime. The purpose of this 
work is to remove the filth, as nearly 
ae possible, as it accumulates. While 
some of the hand sweepers may be un- 
necessarily violent in their gyrations, 
a due regard for the truth demands 
that the fact be recorded that not 
many of them have that failing. The 
daily sweeping of the business streets 
by hand has proven a decided success, 
as is amply testified by the greatly im- 
proved condition of these streets now, 
in comparison to their filthy condl- 
tion before the hand-sweeping system 
was inaugurated. That some dust 
will be raised, by the sweeping, by 
traffic, and by the mind, is unavoid- 
able. It is well to bear in mind the 
dangers above referred to, and to 
avoid them, so far as possible.
